Curator Explodes 


Old Tale of Shark 


Menace In Pacific 


NEW YORK—As far as John T. 
Nichols Is concerned it comes down 
to this: Some 
people 
eat 
shark, 
some sharks eat people. Neither 
instance is common. 
A lot of interested citizens ask 
Nichols, curator of recent fishes 
for the American Museum of N at­ 
ural History and & shark expert 
from ’way back, about the shark 
menace In the Pacific, where Amer­ 
ican aviators and sailors sometimes 
splash around after engagements 
with the enemy. 
“The chances of a man-eating 
shark attacking 
a 
human” 
de­ 
poses Mr. Nichols, “are about the 
same as 
the 
chances 
of 
being 
struck by lightning. 
It 
happens, 
but not often.” 
This is true because out of more 
than 100 species of 
sharks 
only 
one, 
the 
CarcharQden 
or 
white 
shark, is known to be a confirmed 
man-eater. 
Most sharks are scavengers and 
will not attack a living human un­ 
less cornered—a pretty remote pos­ 
sibility in the Pacific—or unless 
they are unreasonably hungry. Nich­ 
ols has furnished, upon request, de­ 
tails for catching a shark from an 
open boat with nothing but a rope. 
One method involves dangling the 
bare toes In the water until the 
shark comes Around to see what 
i 
ocs on. Then you lasso him by the 
all and haul him aboard. 
The details also cover the emer­ 
gency preparation of the m eat for 
eating, since raw shark is better 
than nothing at all. 
Mr. Nichols 
has never eaten it raw, but com­ 
pares the meat, properly cooked, 
to that of swrdfish.

Extensive Hearings 
Seen In Congress 
On Draft Measures 


(By A« « oclnUd Praaa) 
WASHINGTON, July 13 — New 
draft legislation, including a pro­ 
posal to require all adult m en and 
women to register for serv ice will 
be the subject of extensiv e hearing, 
by the house m ilitary committee 
when the congressional recess ends 
in September. 
By that time, Chairm an May <D- 
Ky> said today, the committee hopes 
to hav e av ailable more data bearing 
on the prospects of inducting fathers 
"W hether we shall expedite legis­ 
lation. already passed by the senate, 
to boost the gov ernm ent payments 
o dependents of drafted men will 
depend in a large m easure on the 
outlook two m onths from now,” May 
said. 
May said he shared a general be­ 
lief among com m ittee members the 
induction of fathers would be put 
off for some time, perhaps indefi- j 
■litely. In that ev ent, he explained, 
the need for boasting federal pay­ 
m ents already prov ided would be 
lessened. 
Howev er, he added, should the 
outlook in Septem ber indicate the 
*atlv induction of fathers, addition­ 
al financial prov isions 
for 
them 
would hav e to be made speedily by 
Congress. 
Also on the com m ittee’s dock et 
for early consideration is the Aus- 
tin-W adsw orth national serv ice bill 
under which all men and women 
would be required to register for 
assignm ent to serv ices where there 
was a need for them —in the armed 
forces, industry or agriculture. 
Back ed by the American Legion 
and other groups, the A ustin-W ads- 
worth bill has drawn the fire of 
m any organizations, including re­ 
ligious groups, who hav e contended 
it would break up homes, encourage 
regim entation of the American peo­ 
ple, and v iolate the constitutional 
ban against inv oluntary serv ice.

Among the questions to be exam­ 
ined are a proposal passed by the 
senate to boost government pay­ 
ments to dependents of drafted men. 
and a bill requiring all persons to

for 
assignment 
to 
the 
places they are needed most—in 
the armed forces, war industry, or 
on the farms. 
Private Employment First 
Rep. Ramspeck 
(D-Ga>, major­ 
ity whip of the house, said at the 
same time that consideration would 
be given a number of plans for 
meeting postwar 
conditions, 
with 
emphasis on "assuring private em­ 
ployment" rather than public works 
Like the legislators, the adminis­ 
trators or Washington showed a 
tendency to look ahead hile wrest­ 
ling with current problems. 
Marvin Jones, war food admin­ 
istrator. called on farmers of the 
nation to use all their skill and re­ 
sources to keep meat, dairy and 
**gg production high, yet plant 380,- 
000.000 acres of crops for harvest 
in 1944. 
A new approach to labor problems 
in wartime was advanced

while by Chairman Thomas <D-

"no strike" pledge after Pearl Har­ 
bor be revived as an agency to set­ 
tle the major controversies. Legis­ 
lation cannot curb strikes, said 
Thomas, and the feeling of compro­ 
mise between workers and employers 
should be “fostered."
